Our  Lively  School  Meeting. 

Ladies  Initiated  Charges  that  were 

Voted  Down  Watseaqing  Well  Sat- 
►  isfied.  1 

The  meeting  last  Tuesday  night  was 
by  far  the  biggest  and  liveliest  “school 
meeting"  Bloomfield  Ivas  exprieuced  since 
the  election  of  ten  years  ago,  when  s 
Board  was  chosen  whose  views  were 
radical  upon  the  question  of  authority  as 
vested  respective  y  in  the  County  Super¬ 
intendent  and  Bloomfield  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees.  Which  of  these  should  dictate  the 
“school  policy’  was  decided  then  by  an 
election  that  defeated  a  set  of  trustees 
who  in  time  past  had  been  willing  that 
the  “  office"  of  Cou  ty  S'lptei  intendeut 
should..!**  unduly  ‘‘magnified,"  happen 
what  might  to  the  true  interests  of  the 
district.  A  board  was  elected  that  be¬ 
lieved  otherwise,  and  such  a  boar  1  has 
been  in  power  ever  since.  A  school  prin¬ 
cipal  was  appointed,  and  has  been  re¬ 
tained,  who  does  not  seora  to  aucc.ed  at 
all  as  a  magnifier  of  officialdom,  albeit 
the  scholars  “like  him"  aud  the  people 
appreciate  him  as  an  educulor.  Last  Mon¬ 
day  night  the  trial  of  the  Trustees  aud 
their  Principal  before  a  Bloomfield  jury 
came  off.  The  result — 19.1  to  29—  ought 
to  finally  settle  the  question  as  to  the 
immediate  past  and  future  “school  pol¬ 
icy,"  since  it  dnnjistnkubly  indicates  that 
the  citizens  of  Bloomfield  consider  them¬ 
selves  fully  qualified  t>»  manage  their 
school  affairs  independent  of  outside  help 
or  hindrance. 

But  this  is  not  reporting  the  school 
meeting,  which  those  who  were  not  there 
will  want  to  know  all  about.  By  eight 
o'clock  the  room  was  crowded,  and  with 
the  “legal  voters"  who  to  >k  seats  on  the 
south  side  was  a  very  respectable  minor¬ 
ity  of  ladies.  They  all  carue  from  pro¬ 
gressive  Watsessing,  with  tin*  patriotic 
and  altogether  legal  if  n 
exercising  their  right  of 
end  that  that  part  of  tl.e  town  might 
have  better  school  aecorliir.o-lntions. 

District  Clerk  Baldwin,  in  calling  the

Mr.  Baldwin 
took  occasion  promptly  and  earnestly  to 
disabuse  the  County  Superintendents 
mind  of  any  such  thing  as  Mr.  Dunbar 
proposing  to  resign.  Dr.  Btubbert  him¬ 
self  addressed  the  meeting  and  also  with¬ 
drew  hia  name.

A  resolution  was  then  adopted  that  Mr.

The  Berkeley  School  enlargement  plans 
were  then  taken  up,  Tiustee  Edgeriy 
making  a  statement  of  their  urgent  need 
of  Adoption.
